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From the conversation the following points emerged: 

1. There vas complete acceptance of the transfer of social, jjLCst . 
and cultural Intelligence to the State Departraeat this field would incl sie 
part of the intelligence support for psychological varftae - the s oci >: *;ici , 
academic, long-range aspects. This part could properly be done is Stat ; 
regardless of there the operational responsibility is fin a lly located 

2. Another pert of the intelligence support for psychological wf -fai 
is the application of day to day operational intelligence. This part < ? tl$ 
job would be baaed to a considerable degree an sdlitary intelligence, t id 
the resulting analyses would be essential information for the thie= mil ifcai i 
service# and the civilian operating people (VQA for example) whether Sub 
be State or a new Inde pe nd e nt agency. 

3. There needs to be one place which will receive intelligence 2 earn 
the three services and ensure cross-fertilisation between them, it the mu 
time adding in the sociological cant ritm blons from State. This is the 
Intelligence coordination job that must be done. 

This coordination could be done in one of four main ways : 
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k. By State’s socio.i ogical intelligence people. Tkm ail! sax 
object strongly on the grounds that, this would produce nm o re-r - 
emphasis on the academic and tlaeoretical factors without m *' I j 
providing the operating people with the practical and current 
support they need. 

b. By the military themselves. flUey say they do not have 
the numbers of personnel nor the skills required. ) 

(1) eentnlly - this the military says is impossible. 
There Is'aov the central point sad the JIB sasmot 
provide It. 

(2) separately in each service - this wald involve 
duplication, and the coordination between the three 
is poor. 

c. By the clvilie# operating agency.
